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LITTLE PITTSBURG. 


The Story of Senator Chaffee’s Colorado 
Mine speculation. 


{From the New York Sun, 4th. 1 


Messrs. Wood and Wm. H. Stevens made 
the first carbonate discoveries in Leadville in 
the summer of1877. Before the first fall of 
snow from 300 to 600 prospectors wandered 
over the country. They made few locations. 
The first discovery was whatis known as the 
Iron Mine. It was followed by the location of 
the Hallett & Couper, alias the Carbonate, now 
owned by the Leadville Mining Company. The 
ore in these mines was of unusual richness. 
There was a rush of prospectors in the spring. 
George Frever, Wm. Borden, August Raiche 
and George Hook were among them. Freyer 
and Borden began prospecting on a hill north- 
east of the mines already located, now called 
Freyer Hill. ‘they found ore deposits ata 
depth of avout thirty feet, ana made a location 
numed the Little Discovery. teiche and 


Hook were. shoemakers. Hook was 
fresh from the last, but Reiche 
bad ~~ sloshed around the Rocky 
Mountain gulches for years. Lieut.- 


Gov. Tabor, of Colorado, had given them 
grub stakes and tools, on the promise of an 
equal interest in their discoveries. When 
Freyer and Borden located the Little Discov- 
ery, the shoemakers were digging a holeina 
sag of the hill, 400 fect east of the Discovery 
shaft. The locality was so unpromising that 
the shoemakers were the butt of the camp. 
They were digging in aspot where all scientitic 
men agreed that ore could not be found. At 
the depth of thirty-three feet, however, 
Reiche and Hook struck a bed of rich sand 
carbonate. ‘They supposed that it was a true 
vein. It was really a deposit, or what is 
known in mining parlance as a blanket lode. 
The ore ran from fifty to 1,600 ounces of silver 
to the ton, and carried from fifteen to sixty 
per cent of lead. 

The shoemakers named their claim the Lit- 
tle Pittsburg. lt was a fractional claim, and 
was located and relocated, deeded and re- 
deeded, and quitclaimed here and there to 
parties owning adjoining claims, uniil side 
lines were established enclosing between eight 
and nine acres. These troubles occurred in 
the first rush to Leadville, when claims were 
nightly jumped*and nobody’s rights were 
re: pect :d. Some Missourians located a claim 
cahed the Winnemuc, which overlapped the 
Little Pittsburg and the Aimee, an adjoining 
mine. The Missourians sold the Winnemuc 
to Dr. C. R. Bisseil, A. B. Hunter ands. H. 
Foss. They sunk a shaft, and discovered val- 
uable mineral at the depth of 155feet. The 
Winnemuc was really a part of the north end 
of the Little Pittsburg. The south end was 
being worked bv Reiche, Hook and Tabor, 
and the north end of the New Discovery by 
Freyer and Borden. 

In October, 1878. United States Senator 
Jerome Lb. Chaffee visited Leadviile. His first 
purchase was a balf interest in the New Dis- 
covery, for which he paid $50,000. He after- 
ward bought a sixteenth of the same mine, 
thus gaining full control. Meantime Reiche 
and Tabor had paid $90.0u0 for Houk’s Inter- 
est in the Little Pittsburg... They offered 
Chaffee $125,\00 for his iuterest in the New 
Discovery, and the Senator accepted it. Be- 
fore leaving the camp, however, he purchased 
Reiche’s interest in the Little Pittsburg, New 
Discovery and Dives, puying therefor $262,000. 
On November 18th ail the interests in these 
mines, including the Winnemuc, were consol- 
idateu, and the property Was worked under a 
co-paitpership. ‘The partners were Chaffee, 
Tabor, Foss, Bissell and Hunter. Chaffee 
was 10 receive 36'4 per cent of the profits. 
Tabor the same, and Foss, Hunter and Bis- 
sell the remainder. ‘The mines were thus 
operated until the spring of 1879. Chatfee 
then bought out the interest of Foss, Bissell 
and Hunter, according to the terms of a con- 
tract made in November of the previous year, 
for $350,000. The Senator came to this city 
and secured the incorporation of the Little 
Pittsburg Consolidated Mining Company. 
The mines were stocked for $20,(000,000—200,- 
000 shares, at a par value of $100 a share. 

The company was incorporated on April 26, 
i879. The report of the general manager as- 
serted that the net receipts from the mine for 
the five previous months were $ 484,984 60. 

On the 20th of May, 1879, Senator Chaffee 
ran a special car from New York to Colorado, 
carrying twenty-seven persons to examine the 
property. James D. Smith. Dam, 
Charles L. Perkins, James T. Soutter and 
David 8S. Draper, of this city, and James H. 
Chase, of Providence, R. I., all members of 
the Board of Directors, were in this party. 
Prof. Constant, of Columbia College; Prof. 
Raymond, Prof. Keyes, Prof. Marsh, of Yale 
College, were the expertsofthe party. Zebu- 
lon L. White, a Tribune expert, was also one 
of the compary. These gentlemen spent four 
days in Leadville, and confirmed all that had 
been said in the prospectus. 
Tne stock was placed on the market. By the 

ist of June 58,000 shares were placed at $20 a 
share. It is understood that these shares 
were bought by the direetors for their friends. 
How much the directors really absorbed is 
unknown, but it is positively asserted that 
none of the officers or direvtors, with the ex- 
ception of D. H. Moffat ahd Jerome B. Chaf- 
fee, have held at any time more than 2,500 
shares. Eight thousand additional shares 
were afterward purchased for the friends of 
the directors. Within the succeeding ninety 
days 40,000 shares were sold to outside par- 
ties at $25 a share. President Chaffee and 
Vice-President Moffat appear to have heid 
the remainder of the stock. The Hon. Abram 
S. flewitt was a buyer. He seems to have in- 
vested in other companies before the close of 
the year, and to have realized on Little Pitts- 
burg because it was salable at a fair profit. 

Once on the market, the shares of the com- 
pany began to boom. IKegular monthly divi- 
dends were declared, and glowing reports 
from the mines were spread. October 24 the 
sbares were quoted onthe Stock Exchange. 
Dividends were paid withthe regularity of 
clockwork, and the stock was held with such 
firmness that very few sbares were offered. 
‘Two hundred were sold on the stock board on 
October 29, at prices ranging from 2! to 30 1-4. 
We find eight quotations in November, 6,840 
shares in all. The smailest was 100 shares on 
the Sth, at 28 1-2. and the largest 3,090 on the 
20th, at 29 3-4 to 32 1-2. 

In December the stock boomed away up in 
the thirties, and was still firmly held. The 
dealings aggregated 11,505 shares. The 
sinallest sale was) shares on the 17th at 30 
to 30 1-8, and the largest 2,200 on the Istat 
32 1-2to381-8. The highest quotation in 
the month was 355-8. On the 3lst 200 shares 
were gold at 28 1-2. 

‘The decline was due to reports that the 
mine was being gutted. Subsequent devel- 
opments have proved that there was asub- 
stantial foundation for these reports. Chaf- 
fee and Moffat knew nothing about the prac- 
tical working of a mine. They seem to have 
placed implicit eonfidence in Mr. Bearce 
their superintendent. He was believed te be 
a thorough miner. Certain it is that he 
caught the mining fever in its worst form. It

be regular monthly dividends be began to 
nae A his reserve ore. The mine, un- 
like the Little Emma, was open to all 
visitors, and his operations were apparently 
no secret. Something was wanted to sustain 
a drooping market. Gen. J. G. Wilson. the 
general manager of the company, came to this 
city and, on January 9, made a report, assert- 
ing that $1,800,000 had been taken from the 
mines since the organization of the company. 
He estimated that thirty months’ dividends 
were in sight. and fancied that they might 
possibly reach $5,000,000. He said that, after 
making due allowance fer possible barren 
ground and all other contingencies, it would 
be safe to reckon that the remaining undevel- 
oped portion of the property would yield a net 
profit of $25,000,000, or say a total of $33,000, - 
0CO from the date of discovery. **I would rather 
underestimate the amount than overstate it,” 
said Gen. Wilson. “I want to state an amount 
that I feel confident results will justify.” 

All that the General stated may have been 
true, andit is also possible that he mer have 
been deceived by the reports of the mining su- 
perintendent. Atall events his statement 
held the market firm to the end of the month. 
The month’s transactions on the Stock Ex- 
change aggregated 8,412 shares, rangiog from 
97 1-4 to 301-8. The price closed on January 
31 at 27 1-4a28. The regular monthly dividend 
was declared on February 1. 

Meantime Senator Chaffee was recuperating 
his heaith in the orange groves of Florida. Mr. 
Bearce was working diligently at his re- 
serves. He worked too diligently, for he 
withdrew ore that served as supports, and as 
the mine was badly timbered the ground 
came down, burying the March dividend. In 
ten months dividends aggregating nearly $1,- 
500,000 had been paid. Uptothe Ist of March 
the gross bullion product of the four claims 
from the date of location, calculatedjfrom the 
best information, was over $),500,000. This 
included dividends, working expenses, Cost 
of permanent improvements, aud 
working charges, deducting the 

rofits of smelters and ore buyers. 

t is certain that both Chaffee and Moffat re- 
ceived information of the buriai of the March 
dividend ten daysin advance of the other di- 
rectors. Théy held about 90,000 shares be- 
tween them. Qver 65,000 shares were sold be- 
fore the end of the month, and the stock ran 
down like aclock withouta pendulum. On 
February 28 it struck 18. The panic was ag- 
gravated by a ring of bears, including possibly 
a few of the virtuotis directors, who went 
short on the market and circulated the wild- 
est rumors. ‘They were as busy as bees and 
twice as annoying. They resorted to every 
device to keep the stock on the downward 
jump. They indirectly offered $50,000 to a 
gentieman who had 10,000 shares in trust if he 
would appear frightened and offér them four 
or five points below the market rate. While 
the stock was trembling at 13, a well-known 
firm issued a circular asserting that the mine 
had petered out. This again sent the stock 
whirling down hill, and gave the jubilant bears 
an opportunity to cover their shorts. In the 
first twelve days of March 95,638 shares were 
sold on the exchange, ranging in prices from 
15 1-2 to 8 1-4. 

At that time only 17,977 shares out of the 
200,000 were held by officers of the company. 
The remaining 182,023 were apparently sad- 
died on the general public. Friends of both 
Chaffee and Moffat assert that these gentlemen 
became frightened,and acknowledged that they 
threw over 80,000 shares On the market, but 
they allege they were sold under 20. Cnaffee 
was in Florida, and his stock was sent adrift 
under telegraphic orders. Between February 
91 and March 5 Chaffee and Moffat transferred 
51,000 shares. On February 21 the stock was 
quoted at 20 and on Marchdat 131-2. Mof- 
fat transferred 34,498 shares between Mareh 
5 and March 15. On March5 the quotations 
were 13 1-2, and on March 1383-4. Since the 
15th of March up to April 1 53,638 shares 
have been sold on the Stock Exchange at 
prices ranying from 10 3-8 to 8 1-4. 

About the middle of the month it is alleged 
that the virtuous section of the directors dis- 
covered that the secretary of the company not 
only held no stock, but had actually gone 
short of it. He was bounced on the instant. 
The virtuous directors deny this, asserting 
that the secretary had no means and owned 
no stock when be entered the employ of the 
company. He was the only salaried oflicer in 
New York. Gen. Wilson was removed about 
the same time, and the mining superintendent 
was fired outa few days afterward. The new 
superintendent is Mr. Herrick, a hearty, red- 
faced yentieman, who is said to understand 
his business. ‘*I know nothing about the 
mines,’’ be said, in conversation before his 
departure, ‘*but if there is any ore there I in- 
tend to find it.” 

His remark seems sensible. Tne company 
own thirty-three acres inthe heart of Frever 
Hill. Not six of them have beea worked. 
Over eighty per cent oftheir groundis yet to 
be developed. If it is all worthless, it is a re- 
markable freak of nature. Reckoning ona 
Californian basis, which allows from thirty to 
fifty per cent for ore not in sight, making the 
estimate on the characteristics of the mine, 
any thirty acres onthe Frever Hill is worth 
moretban $2,000,000. Within a hundred 
feet of the Little Pittsburg mine the largest 
ore deposit in the bill has been found, and it 
is asserted that it pitches into the Little Pitts- 
burg. This deposit is in the Little Chief. 
Ore in paying quantities is being taken from 
the Chrysolite, the Carboniferous, the Aimee, 
the Vulture and otber mines surrounding 
those owned by the Little Pittsburgh Com:

These facts give colortoa report that the 
virtuous mansgers are loading up at the low 
prices. The Real Estate Record asserts that 
the ownersnip of many shares is disguised 
through the use of the names of trustees, and 
instances a case where an oflice bov is credi- 
ted with 20,000 shares. It1s probably safe to 
assert thatif a new body of ore is discovered, 
the infermation will be withheld from the 
stockholders inthe interest of the virtuous 
directors. 
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The Wealth of Queen Victoria and Her 
Son. 
[From the London Echo. } 


Of the two Royal Duchies, belonging to 
mother and son, the Prince’s is the most valu- 
able. In thetirst year ofthe present reign 
Parliament adjusted the property and income 
of the Crown; and, while the greater portion 
of the Crown lands was given upin consider- 
ation of an annual stipend, the Duchy of Lan- 
caster was reserved, to furnish a sort of pin 
money for the ()ueen’s private purse. The act 
in question provided that an account should 
be annually preseaoted to!Parliament of the in- 
come and expenditure of the Duchies of Lan- 
caster and Cornwall. This was done when, as 
yet there was no Duke of Cornwall, and the 
profits of the estate were accruing in the in- 
terest of ayoung gentleman hoped for. A 
short time since we alluded to some points in 
the Lancaster balance-sheet which showed a 
paymentof $205,000 to Her Majesty’s privy 
purse last vear,out of a gross income of 
$580,000. The Prince of Wales received for 
the same period $326,200 out ofa total-of 
$483,905, 

The principal item among the receipts is 
$319,485 from the rents and profits of the 
Stannaries Courts, The next item in impor- 
tance aries from a similar source to the Roval 
right of taking wine from every wine-laden 
ship that putinto a Lancashire port; that 
was commuted for an annual payment from 
the Consolidated Fund. The Prince, as 
Duke of Cornwall, had the right to certain 
duties on the stamping or coinage of tin, on 
‘*post groats and white, rents;’’ these were 
commuted by the act already quoted for an 
annual payment from the Consolidated Fund 
of $81,080. The capital account shows in- 
vestments in government stock amounting to 
$890,000, the result of the Prince Consort’s 
care during his son’s minority, besides about 
$150,000 cash in hand on December 31, 1878. 
The Prince spends about $5,000 a year upon 
the entertainment of the Duchy tenants on 
the rent days andthe payment of their tray- 
eling expenses.

A GRAVEYARD HORROR. 


The Resting Place of Thousands of the 
Dead Exposed. 
{From the New York Sun, 4th. | 


. Those persons who live in the cluster of 
pnouses that wall in the edifice and grounds of 
the Wesley Methodist Chapel, in Attorney 
street, near Delancey street, were startled ‘by 
what resembled the noise of an earthquake at 6 
o’clock on Friday morning. There was asud- 
den crasb, a rattle, a rumble and a thud, and 
some of the people in the building tothe north 
of the chapel grounds remember feeling the 
house tremble. The others were startled by 


the noise, but remember no _ motion. 
In the rear tenement, %1 Attorney 
street, a Mr. Baker looked out of the 
window atd saw that what used 


to be the churchyard had become a hole inthe 
ground. He told his friends that he thought 
a convulsion of nature had occurred. The 
women inthe house shared this opinion. One 
of them seized her babe and ran into the open 
air. The tenants of 8) Attorney street say 
that they saw the hole in the yard and clouds 
of dust rising from it. Mr. Baker notitied 
the sexton, Mr. Philip Cristman, who lives 
opposite the chapel. He says that he knew 
at once that the old burial vaults had fallen in. 
A year or so ago the ceiling or roof around 
the entrance to the vaults had broken 
in, but the cavity had been filled up. Very 
few people inthe nighborhood had _ ever 
heard that there were vaults behind the 
church. 

lt is said that there were 5,000 bodies de- 
posited here. The slender central wall that 
divided the vault evidently gave way first, and 
all but the curving sides sank, leaving a jag- 
ged pit twelve feet deep, twenty-five feet 
long and fifteen feet wide. The surface ofthe 
yard is still uppermost atthe bottom of the 
cavity, and the powder, mould, and splinters, 
that is all that remains of the greater number 
of the coftins and what they contain, is hidden. 
It is only at the sides of the fallen plot of 
earth, beneath the arched side walls, that 
any coftins are to be seen. There are scores 
of these. They are of every shape and size. 
They lie in such disorder, on their sides, on 
end, crosswise, broken, andin outline, that 
only an intimation of the original tiers re- 
mains. Those that retain their shape are few. 
Many more are broken or have collapsed. The 
powder of hundreds of others forms the bed 
on which these rest. They all look alike. 
Time has robbed them of their polish, var 
uish and ornaments. Some look as if they 
had been scorched by fire, others as if they 
were water-soaked; still others appear to be 
made of aspongy punk that a finger’s 
blow would demolish. The next stage to 
this, apparently, is powder. 

The sexton found some coffins in good con- 
dition. Two heldinfant remains. He laid 
them reverently out of the way of a threaten- 
ing block of brickwork over which the earth 
is torn in seams as ifit would loose its bol@ 
and drop intothe pit. Tilted up, with one 


end and a part of one side, hanging over the 


edgecfthe hole, is a great woodshed, in 
which were thirteen tons of coal, many bar- 
reis, and the odds andends of furniture that 
have been removed from tbe church from 
timetotyme. Atany moment thisshed may 
laliintotbe hole. At any moment ten feet 
more of curth on the southern edge of the gap 
may fall upon the coffins now in view. 
Yesterday the news of the accident reached 
the police and thé building department. It 
was found that the accident affected only the 
vaults. The church in front, the factory in 
the rear andthe tenements on either side are 
in no danger. Mr. ‘T'bomas Brown, the un- 
dertaker, a block away, in Rivington street, 
remembers that these vaults were built in 1831. 
Two were built at one time, but they had only 
one extrance. They covered a space of thirty 
by twenty fect. When one vault was filled 
it was closed and the other was used. The 
vaults were not used after 1849 or 1850. A de- 
gree of disregard for the dead that now seems 
shocking was then exhibited. Asthe thers of 
coflins py uD, those in the bottom rows were 
crushed by the weight above them and by the 


action of time, and room was made for 
other coffins. The bodies were low- 
ered into the vaults without any ex- 


ternal mark upon the coffins or record of their 
positions. A New Yorker who had grown 
ricb, and wanted the remains ofa relative re- 
moved to bis home in the West, offered Mr. 
Brown $1,000 merely to find the body. It 
could not be done. The great epidemic of 
cholerain 1832 added but few coffins to the 
number in the vaults, for they were not wide- 
ly known, but in 1849, when the cholera raged 
again, there were three or four hundred in- 
terments. By that time the ‘Methodist 
vaults,’’ as they were called, were known to 
all, and funerals from every corner of the citv 
metthere. Mr. Brown imagines the number 
of bodies in these vaults to be less than 5,000; 
perhaps less than 4,000. The majority of the 
victims of the cholera were infants. In those 
days the church was in the center of a district 
populated by well-to-do people. Many 
wealtby Quakers live there. Very many of 
the rich were buried in the vaults, but the 
poorest were laid alongside them. 
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Blind Metcalfe, the Engineer. 
| From **The Heroes of Britain.’’ | 


One of the most extraordinary instances of 
victory over adverse circumstances is found in 
the career of John Metcalfe, of Knaresbor- 
ough, the well-known engineer and road- 
maker. He was totally deprived of sight by 
small-pox when only six years old. Asa rule, 
tbe loss of sight shatters the whole framework 
of mind and body, and the child grows up 
selfish-and moody, becoming day by day more 
silent, reserved, nervous and discontented. 
Tbe very reverse of this was the case with lit- 
tle John Metcalfe. No boy ever entered into 
the sports of boyhood with a keaner relish 
than be; he was a proficient climber and 
birds’ nester; he knew how to mde and mar- 
age a horse, and enjoy a good gallop; he 
knew bow to swim, and on one occasion saved 
the lives of three of his companions, and on 
another the life of a man, after whom he dived 
to the bottom of the river Nidd four times. 
Nor was he less apt at indoor than outdoor 
smusements; he could play the violin with 
considerable skill, and amuse himself in such 
a Variety of ways that time never hung heavily 
— bis hands. As he grew up he devoted 
himself to useful pursuits, made a little mon- 
ev, and wasrich enough to buy a horse of his 
own, on which he constantly followed the 
hounds, and was as bold and daring a rider as 
any in the field. He even entered for a race, 
and won it, tothe chagrin of many who had 
laid long odds against him. 

Among the feats which proved his courage 
and sagacity was a walk from London to 
Harrogate, a distance of 200 miles, on an un- 
known road; and what is more extraordinary

ing men, Metcalfe considered the state of the |. 


roads, revolving in his mind whether some- 
thing might not be done to improve them. 
Each fresh episode in the journey, each new 
difficulty—such as deep, marshy places im- 
possible for carriages to pass, rivers without 
any bridges across them, steep declivities with 
ruts in them sufficient to try the springs of 
the strongest vehicles—impressed the thought 
more and more strongly on his mind; and al- 
though when he returned home the time had 
not yet come for the ideato be fullv devel- 
oped, it was destined at a later period to bear 
fruit. In the meantime he employed himself 
in a variety of ways in order to procurea 
livelihood, and amongst other things played 
the violin at dances and public assemblies, 
kept a vehicle for hire, then startedin busi- 
ness asa fish salesman, enlisted and gained 
many volunteer recruits, afterwards dealt in 
hosiery, then in horses, and finally became a 
cariier between Knaresborough and York, 
stalting the first stage wagon on that road. 


Hungarian Dance—The Princess Gisela. 
{San Francisco Chronicle, Vienna Letter. ] 


The Hungarian ball was crowded by the 

aristocracy of Vienna. Berkes Lajos, of Buda- 
Pesth, with his celebrated gypsy orchestra, 
furnished the musicfor that remarkable na- 
tional dance, the csardas. It is remarkably 
shocking, but at the sametime nothing can 
be more gaaceful, bewitching, passionate. 
The maidens, in their pretty. dresses with 
flowing sleeves, a bright-colored scarf around 
the shoulders and knotted above the bodice of 
gayly embroidered velvet, whirl, jump and 
fling themselves intothe arms of their part- 
ners,to be shaken andturned from side to 
side, while the music increases in speed and 
their rosy lips, raised up to breathe more 
freely, very often getagood old-fashioned 
‘‘smack’’ from their lovers. I have frequent- 
ed Vienna society of all ranks for five years, 
but the csardas is worse than 
the can-can I saw at Paris; 
but it is the national dance, and Hungarians 
are very patriotic, and it may be wrong to 
criticise an amusement which gives the Em- 
peror pleasure to witness. The archduchesses 
are not taught the csardas, but the eldest 
daughter of the Emperor. Gisela, learned it 
from observation merely. Poor child, she 
never danced very much, for no sooner was 
she free from her governess than she was pro- 
vided with ahusband, her cousin Leopold, 
Prince of Bavaria, a man more noted for his 
amiability than his beauty. After the engage- 
ment was announced three young friends of 
the Archduchess called upon her to express 
their ceremonious congratulations. With the 
same esgerness with which she had shown 
them her new dollsin childhood she showed 
them the photograph of her fiance, asking, 
‘*Isn’t he handsome?’’ The young countess- 
es wele so overpowered by his extreme ugli- 
ness that they hesitated for a moment, but 
one of theirnumber gained self-possession 
enough to reply, ‘* Yes, Your Highness, it ia a 
splendid phetograph,’’ and soit was. Many 
amusing stories are told of the young bride 
Gisela. Soon after her marriage th her 
Bavarian cousin she was one day absent from 
the family dinneretable and refused to make 
her appearance. The Prince went to seek 
her, but she had shut herself in a clothes- 
press and refused to listen to bim until he 
promised she shouid have Austrian knodel and 
mehlspeise and kraut.

Edison’s Gold Discovery. 
\From the New York Herald. ] 


The statement made in mining and other 
journals to the effect that Edison’s process 
lor getting the waste gold out of ‘‘tailings’?’ 
embraces the use of quicksilver, oxide of 
lead, carbonate of soda, charcoal and powder- 
ed glass, is pronounced by the scientist as un- 
founded. His process, he states, is entirely 
secret, and consequently any statements pre- 
tending to explain it should be disregarded. 
He declines 10 state the details of the process 
further than that the agencies employed are 
electricity and inexpensive chemicals and that 
it bears no resemnblance whatever toany of the 
old **processes.’? 

Some of the latter, he states, are good in 
their way, but the main objection to them is 
the expense attending their use, the cost 
oftentimes being as much, if not more, than 
the value of the gold extracted by them. By 
bis method Edison claims the cost of working 
the ore will not exceed § a ton. 

When asked what answer he had to make to 
the criticisms to the effect that while he might 
get good results in his laboratory his process 
would not work on a large scale, Edison 
shrugged his shoulders and replied: ‘*That’s 
just where tl critics make a mistake. I’ve 
been working on this now for nine months, 
and it’s no jonger a question of theory or ex- 
periment. ] know whatIcan do. Why, on 
a largescale Ican get much better results than 
I getin the laboratory, because the expense 
will be less. But,’? added the inventor with 
an air of indifference, as he turned] away, 
“I’m getting callous to critics. They are al- 
ways predicting the failure of my inventions 
and discoveries. Let them predict. Their 
criticisms can’t alier facts. I know as the re- 
sult of months of experimenting that I can 
get gold cut of concentrated tailings all the 
a from $100 a ton upward, and I have got 
as high as $1,400 per ton, but, of course, that 
was exceptionally rich, and I know that the 
cost of doing this does not exceed § per ton. 
All the objections inthe world can’t change 
this.’ And theinventor avoided further in- 
terviewing by starting for the private room in 
bis chemical laboratory. 

His assistants state that the plans for the 
mills to be erected at Oveville, Cal., where 
Edison has secured immense quantities of 
‘*tailings,’’ are now being prepared by Mr. 
Edison’s architect, and Major McLaughlix,the 
superintendent of the works, starts for the site 
on Tuesday to make arrangements preparato- 
1y to beginning work on the ore.

The Ghastly Discovery Made bya Neigh- 
bor This Morning. 


At the southeast corner of Twenty-first and 
Carr §streets stands a two-story brick feed, 
flour and coal store. In __ the frear, 
and an outbuilding thereof, is 
a two-story wooden shanty. One roomin 
the ground floorof this frame structure was 

pied by a widow, Mrs. Mary Conway, and 
two sons, Jimmie and Willie, aged respective- 
ly fourteen and nine. Willie went 
to work and earned a livilihood at 
coal-teaming. The widow gained a precarious 


subsistence by taking in washing. Jimmie 
had to go to work about five o’clock in the 
morning. His mother always got up and 
prepared his breakfast. Last night the boys 
retired as usual, shortly after 10 o’cleck. Mrs. 
Conway wasthenin bed. This morning the 
boy arose as usual and noticed his mother ab- 
sent from the bed. He took no further notice, 
thinkirg she wasup and preparing his early 
meal, until he was alarmed by shouts, 
the reason of which he _ soon learned. 
The second story of the frame building 
was occupied bya Mrs. Lydia Sharp and a 
Mrs. Josephine Clarke. Mrs. Sharp’s hus- 
band is a carpenter, and starts early to work. 
She was up and stirring as usual this morn- 
ing, and went out to the wellin the yard to 
draw water for breakfast, a little after6 
o’clock. 
THE WELL 

is covered with a wooden box and contains 
some fourteen feet of water. When she look- 
ed down she saw the body of a woman floating 


in the water. Immediately she 
called Mrs. Clarke and then Police 
Officer Head, who was passing. 


The latter ran forjOfficer Hennessy, who re- 
sides a block off and patrolled the beat. The 
two men improvised a grappling-hook to fish 
out the body, but did not succeed. Officer 
Hennessy then procured aladder and, de- 
scending, succeeded in taking out the body, 
and recognized it as thai of Mrs. Conway. 
Life was perfectly extinct. A bucket and the 
rope attached thereto stood beside the well. 
Whether the woman met with an accidental 
deatb, losing her balance and  fall- 
ing into the well, or whether she 
committed suicide, cannot positively be de- 
termined. For some time she has beenin 
reat want for money. Officer Hennessy,who 
as known the woman for fifteen years, gives 
her an excellent character as a hard-working, 
industrious woman.

But the boy says his mother was in bed as 
usual at half past ten and was not drunk. 
Therefore, the more charitable supposition 
is that the woman fell into 
the weil. Mrs. Conway leaves behind 
her four children, the two boys already men- 
tioned and two married daughters, Mrs. 
Coffy and Mrs. McNamera. At one time Mrs. 
Conway was in far better circumstances. 

Her husband, who died about eight years 
ago, was in the receipt of a good salary, aver- 
aging from $125 to $150 a month. After his 
death she found it a hard matter to provide a 
living for her children. If she committed 
suicide it was probably on account of 
the difficulty of fighting the battle 
of life. The Coroner’s inquest will most like- 
ly be held during the day, and the funeral 
will take place to-morrow at two o’clock.

A Night Express Train Goes Tambling 
Downa Steep Embankment. 


MERIDEN, CONN., April 6.—The night ex-

VOGEL’S DEATH. 


The Evidence Presented Before the Cor- 
oner’s Jury This Morning. 


This morning the Coroner’s investigatioa of 
thefacts relative to the shooting of George 
Vcgel, whose death oecurred yesterday morn- 
ing, Was conducted at the Four Courts. The 
testimony presented was to the effect that old 
man Vogel attempted to play the role of a de- 
tective by secreting himself in the house of 


Robinson, near the Natural Bridge road, for 
the puipose of ascertaining the facts about a 
thett. While coming out of thecellar he was 
shot and died from the effects of his wound 
yesterday morning. 

The first witness was John Schmitz, the 
son-in-law of the deceased George Vogel,who 
testified as follows: 

‘*The deceased was about fifty-six years 
old, and was born in Germany. He was mar- 
ried, and a laborer by occupation. On the 
afternoon of Thursday, March 25, Mrs. Vogel 
came to my house and stated that on the pre- 
vious evening her husband had fixed himself 
up and gone off somewhere, but she could not 
teil where, as he did not answer her question 
on that point. .She had heard that ne was 
lying somewhere ina cellar, but she could 
learn nothing definite. Mrs. Vogel 
was afterward informed that Mr. Vogel had 
been shot the night before and had been sent 
to the City Hospital on Friday. 
I went to the Hospital and saw 
Mr. Vcgel. He was suffering from a builet 
wound inthe right side of his face, but was 
conscious and could speak. 
Le could move neither his hands nor his legs. 
He was very weak and could rot talk much. 
He gave meto understand that he had been 
employed to go and get into thecellar ofa 
certain house, to watcha man and woman 
who lived there and to listen to what they 
might say. He said he went to the house and 
gotinthe cellar, but said that when he en- 
deavored tocome out of the cellar he was 
shot. Hesaid thatthe party who shot him 
was standing inthe door of the house and at 
his right side. He dia not say 
knew who = shot him, 
but my understanding from what he said 
was that it was the man wholived inthe 
house, and whom he had agreed to watch. 
He did not state what time of night it occur- 
red, or how much he was to receive for the 
job. He did not state anything avout a quar- 
rel preceding the shooting. He died yesterday 
morning. 

Louisa Vogel,who lives on Sacramento street 
between Turner and Louisa avenues, stated 
that she wasthe daughter of the deceasea. 
Her testimony was as follows: My mother 
told me that $100 had beep taken from a gro- 
cery store kept by Reinecker,who lives on the 
Natural Bridge road. My father was em- 
ployed, so he said, to wateh some 
people about that money. He said that he 
might be killed. When my father failed to 
return home we went to see Mr. Reinicker, 
who said that my father went over to the 
bouse of Robinson, the man whose wife was 
charged with stealing the money, and that he 
got under the house, and while coming out 
was hit by Robinson. 1 went tothe City Hos- 
pital to see my father. He said that when he 
was coming out of Robinson’s cellar, Robin- 
son called *‘halt,’’ and then shot him. 

Reinicker and afew other witnesses were 
examined, but their testimony did not throw 
any ligbt on the shooting. 

A verdict in accordance with the above 
stated facts was returned by the coroner’s 
jury.

GEORGE R. TAYLOR. 


Sudden Death of a Well-Known Citi- 
zen To-day—Brief Sketch of His 
EKventfug Life. 
Mr. George Kh. Taylor, one of St. Louis 

oldest,wealthiest and most respected citizens, 

died at a few minutes past noon to-day at his 
residence, No. 1004 Lucas Place. The disease 
that has deprived the city of a useful and pub- 
lic-spirited citizen was congestive fever. Tie 
attack came on hast Sunday, and was attended 

by painless unconsciousness from the first w 

the end. 

George R. Taylor was born on *Novem)er 
11, 1818, at Alexandria, Virginia, and was 
consequently im his sixty-second year. When 
amere youth he showed a predisposition 
for the eareer of a lawyer and studied in the 
oflice of Judge Thomas Semmes. He subse: 
quently graduated from a law school 
Staunton, Virginia. In June, 1841, when is 
his twenty-third year, he cameto St. Louis, 
and engaged in practice at the bar. 
In the year 1848 he formed a law partuer- 
sbip with the late Judge Wilson Primm. In 
1851 he was elected to the City Council, ia 
which body he served as President for eizht 
years. He wis ever noted for 
his publie spirit and enterprise,and did much 
towards developing the railroad interests of 
the city. He built Barnum’s Hotel, and was 
one of the most active: promoters 
of the Merchants’ Exchange Associa- 
lion, which gave to St. Louis her 
palace ofcommerce. In 1846 Mr. Taylor mar- 
ried Miss Theresa Le Paul, a granddaughter 
of the elder Chouteau. He leaves a family o! 
grown-up cbildren, a daughter being imar- 
riedtothe eldest son of A. A. Mellier, the 
druggist. The relatives of the deceased live 
for the most part in Virginia, and in Chester 
county,j Pa. The result ofa lifetime’s ener- 
vy isthe princely fortune he had amassei. 
He was probably one of the richest men in the 
city.

SHELLEY’S MURDER. 


Progress of the Case Against Officer Me- 
Carthy inthe Criminal Court. 
This morning, at o’clock, the trial of Offi- 
cer McCarthy, forthe killing of John Shelley 
on the 3d of June, 1877, was continued in the 
Criminal Court. The case attracted the usual 
attendance of spectators. The prosecution 


was engaged in proving the admission said to 
have been made bv Officer McCarthy as to the 
sheoting. Their efforts inthis direction were 
not successful, as a number of witnesses were 
called, but the fact was not sustained by che 


testimony submtited. 
Thos. Eagan was the 
this morning. 
that he was one of the gang that visited the 
Brennan mansion on the corner of Twentieth 
and Montgomery streets on the nizht John 
Shelley was kiiled. He stated that while in 
the Jatter house the visitors overturned the 
stove and otherfurniture ofthe room. Tue 
deceased John Shelley was one of the party. 
No policemen were around at that time. The 
party left the Diace and four of the gang re- 
turned ina short time. On their second 
visit they were. treated to some water which 
was thrown at them bv some one inthe house. 


At this time the cry of ‘*Watch’’ 
brought two policemen on the spot and 
the party scattered and ran away. 


Witness ran down Montgomery street, and 
when about a block from the place from which 
they had started, he heard a pistol discharg- 
ed. Witness did not know whether Officer 
McCartby was oneof the policemen who aa- 
swered the call of **watch” or not. 

Henry Hilmer, who lives near the corner of 
Twentieth and Montgomery streets, was 
awakened onthe morning of the 8d of June, 
1877, by a pistol shot. Witness heard a econ- 
versation between (Officer Paley and some one 


else. Paley said, **What is the. matter, Jer- 
rv?’ The other replied, ‘*I believe I have 
shot aman.’’ Witness then went down on 


the street and saw the body of John Shelley. 
Officer McCarthy came on the spot with a phy- 
sician, 

Judge W.C. Jones stated at the time of tha 
Jast trial he was Judge of the Criminal Coars. 
He remembered that Officer McUarrhy testi- 
fied at the last trial, but could not detail the 
testimony. 


Henry Claigs and Ojlicer I. H. Holmes were 
placed on the stand, but their testimony was 
not material to the case. This might be stated

COURT OF APPEALS. 


A Discharged Salesman Fails to Get a 
Balance on His Salary. 


The Question of Excessive Assessments on 


Personal Property. P 


Final Disposition of Other Interesting 
Cases To-Day. 


Alexander Cramer was a salesman for Mack 
& Company. He claimed to have been dis- 
charged without cause, and sued for thé bal- 
ance of a year’s salary. This is the opinion of 


the court: 
The plaintiff alleges that defendants em- 


ployed him as traveling salesman and other- 
wise for one year from Au- 
gust 1, 1877, at $1,800; that 
aceordingiy he served until the 7th of May, 


1878, when, without cause or provocation, the 
defendants discharged him and refused to al- 
low himto continuein their employ. The 
plaintiff avers that he has at all times been 
willing to perform his contract and asks judg- 
ment for the a unpaid. The answer is 
a general denial. 

There was evidence tending to show that 
plaintiff was hired for a year at $1, 80), 
und on the defendant’s part evidence tending 
to show that he was hired by the month at 
$100 a month. There was further evidence 
rending to show that in May, 18%8, the plaint- 
iff, being requested, in continuance of his ser- 
vices, to travel as salesman in Kansas or Lill- 
nois, refused to do so, and that it was upon 
his refusal to continue to serve that bewas 
discharged by the defendants. | The jury 
found for the plaintiff. The  in- 
structions given by the Court were in- 
correct in this respect, that they 
ignored the material issue whether the plain- 
tiff was ready and willing to perform his part 
of the contract, and whether his discharge 
proceeded or not from his own fault. The 
plaintiff does not sue for services rendered, 
but for breach of contract, 

SEEKING TO RECOVER 
for services which were never rendered, and 
the burden is on him to prove that he offered 
or was ready to render the services, and thus 
did not fail through his own fault. The 
a discharge in the 


mere allegation, of a 
petition cannot relieve him from 


making outa prima facie case. Uader the 
issue, moreover, the discharge was denied, 
and the burden of proving the discharge—that 
is a discharge without fault on the part of the 
plaintiff—was on the party whose business it 
was to make out his case. ‘T'o speak accurate- 
lv, moreover, there is no discharge, in Iegal 
contemplation, where the servant hired fora 
viven time refuses during that time todo the 
work for which he was hired. I[t is 
not the master who puts an end to 
the contract, but the servant, who 
abandons the service and then sues for 
wages which he has refused to earn. 

The judgment is reversed and the case re- 
manded. Judge Bakewell concurs. Judge 
Lewis is absent. C.S. HAYDEN. 


Captured by the Collector. 

Judge Hayden delivered the following opin- 
ion in the ease of Frederick Meyer vs. Myer 
A. Rosenblatt, and it will be found of special 
interest to those who have taxes to pay on 


household goods: 
This is a proceeding to restrain the defend- 
ant, as collector of taxes. from seizing and 


selling ce:tain housebold furniture of the 
plaintiff for taxes. The substance of the 
bill is that during the vears 


from 1874 to 1878 the plaintiff owned oaly a 
small amount of personal property, and be- 
lieving this was exempt, made no returns td 
the Assessor; that he was thereupon assessed 
for much larger sums than he properly or 
legally should have been; that nevertheless, 
there being asmail amount due on each of 
the bills, he tendered the amount due and 
costs, Which the defendant refused to recive. 
Upon the basis that a small amount was due 
on each tax bill. and that thus the pills were 
not void,the plaintiff claims that,having madea 
tender, he, in the absence ofany other rem:2- 
dy, is entitled to enjoin the defendant. The 
court below dismissed the bill. 

The ground of the present application is 
that the assessments were for larger amounts 
than they should have been. Yetit does not 
appear that the plaintiff took any steps to 
present his case tothe Board of Appeals. It 
is Clear that this court 

‘ CANNOT ACT AS AN ASSESSOR, 

or vive relief on any such grounds as are here 
stated against a merely excessive 
estimate. This question was discussed 
in the recent case of Hamiiton vs. Rosenblatt, 
a case of much greater apparent hardship 
than the present, and what is there said is de- 
cisive of the present application. 

As to thé other ground, the case of Deane 
vs. Todd, 22 Mo., 0, has never been over- 
ruled. ‘The plaint'ff in the case atthe bar 
urges that the tax bills were not void: and 
that, therefore, Sayre vs. Tompkins, 22 Mo., 
442, and the cases which professedly are of 
void levies do not apply. But in Deane 
vs. Todd—a case confirmed by what 
is said m Lockwood vs. St. Louis,where there 
Was no disseut—the assessment was merely 
excessive, and, as the court held, not void,and 


the court heid that it was not the province of | 


the .courts to act as assessors or 
Boards of Appeal to revise excessive or other- 
wise merely erroneous assesssments. In 
Overall vs. Rienzie, 67 Mo., 203, there was no 
such question as that here involved, nor in 
Rannev vs. Bader, 67—478. Inthe latter the 
tax was illegal;in the former the question was 


W hether a collector was vested 
with authority to levy a general 
tax in exeess of the limit prescribed 


by the Constitution of the State. In no case 
that has been cited was it involved that the 
courts may revise these excessive assessments 
and consider questiong which often, if not in- 
variably, resolve themselves into mere valua- 
tions of property. The judgment is-attirnved. 
Judge Bakewell concurs; Judge Lewis is ab- 
sent.
